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PREFACE. 


This  list  is  designed  to  furnish  a  guide  to  the  study  of 
the  churches  and  religious  denominations  of  the  United 
States.  This  purpose  is  best  served  by  a  selected  list 
rather  than  by  a  complete  bibliography.  It  aims  to  pre- 
sent to  the  student,  in  systematic  form,  references  to  the 
best  books  on  the  history,  doctrines  and  polity  of  each 
church.  Wherever  year-books  or  journals  of  conferences 
are  published  by  a  denomination  or  in  its  interest,  these 
are  recorded  as  furnishing  valuable  statistical  information. 
A  few  of  the  most  eminent  or  most  representative  weekly 
journals  and  the  leading  church  reviews  are  included.  In 
all  cases  where  obtainable,  publisher,  place  and  date  of 
publication  and  price  have  been  given. 

It  is  thought  that  this  little  list  will  be  of  value  to 
clergymen,  theological  seminaries  and  Christian  workers 
generally.  In  attempting  to  give  to  each  student  a  list 
that  will  not  only  help  him  to  understand  his  own  de- 
nomination better,  but  will  guide  him  to  the  best  that 
has  been  written  about  other  denominations,  my  underly- 
ing purpose  has  been  to  contribute  something  to  church 
union,  and  still  more  to  Christian  unity. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  appendix,  in  which  is  given  a 
very  excellent  list  of  the  most  important  Catholic  books 
of  the  world.  It  would  be  a  little  aside  from  the  plan  of 
my  work  to  include  these  books  in  my  list,  which  is  strict- 
ly confined  to  the  United  States.  Feeling,  as  I  did,  that 
my  list,  which  on  this  church  includes  only  American 
publications,  would  inadequately  represent  its  splendid 
literature,  I  was  fortunate  in  interesting  Father  McMahon 
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in  my  work,  and  in  inducing  him  to  prepare  the  list  which 
he  has  given. 

In  making  this  compilation  I  have  made  use  of  the  bib- 
liographical helps  mentioned  elsewhere.  Of  these,  I  have 
probably  derived  most  help  from  those  scattered  through 
the  volumes  of  the  American  Church  History  Series,  and 
especially  from  the  alphabetical  list  compiled  by  Samuel 
Macauley  Jackson,  D.  D.,  which  is  given  in  volume  12  of 
that  series.  The  work  on  my  list  was  mostly  done  at  the 
New  York  State  Library  at  Albany,  which  has  a  good  col- 
lection of  books  on  American  religious  history. 

Material  about  the  smaller  denominations  has  been  hard 
to  obtain  since  records  of  their  books  do  not  often  appear 
in  the  trade  bibliographies.  In  the  case  of  many  of  them 
I  have  been  able  to  give  fairly  good  lists,  and  this  has 
been  made  possible  by  the  ready  response  of  denomina- 
tional publishers  who  have  sent  me  books,  and  clergymen 
who  have  sent  me  manuscript  bibliographies  of  their 
denominations. 

For  help  in  my  work,  then,  I  am  indebted  to  a  large 
number  of  clergymen  and  publishers  all  over  this  country. 
Even  though  I  do  not  here  mention  them,  to  each  of  them 
I  am  thankful.

His  works  are  the  most  complete  and  exhaustive  ex- 
position of  scholastic  theology.  Those  too  busy  to  read 
his  twenty-four  FoUos  will  peruse  with  great  profit  the 
summary  of  the  same,  published  by  F.  Noel,  S.J.,   (1729) 
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and  reprinted  by  Migne,  Theologice  R.  P.  F.  Suarez  Sum- 
ma  seu  Compendium;  or  the  Summa  theologtce  scholasticcB  writ- 
ten by  iJ/«r//«?/^  j5^<:a«ttj,  S./.  (Mainz,  1612;  Rouen,  1657). 

Collegii  Salmanticensis  Cursus  Theologicus  (Lyons, 
1679;  Paris,  1870). 

This  is  a  commentary  on  St.  Thomas'  Summa  Theolo- 
gica,  written  by  three  Carmelites,  Antonius  a  Maire  Dei, 
Dominicus  a  S.  Teresia  and  Joannes  ab  Atinuntiaiione .  Deep, 
clear,  concise  and  yet  exhaustive,  it  is  considered  by 
many  to  be  the  best  exposition  and  defence  of  Thom- 
istic  theology. 

Petavii,  S.  J.  (11652).  Dogtnata  Theologica.  (Paris, 
1644-50;  Amsterdam,  1700;  Venice,  1757;  Rome,  1857; 
Paris,  1865).     This  is  the  htsl patristic  theology  published, 

L.  Thomassiui  (fi695).  Dogmata  Theologica  (Paris, 
1680;  Venice,  1730;  Paris,  1864).  His  erudition  is  prodig- 
ious, his  style  clear  and  eloquent,  though  somewhat  dif- 
fuse. 

L.  Lessii,  S.J.  (fi623).  De  Perfectiofiibus  Moribusque 
Divinis  (Antwerp,  1620;  Paris,  1620;  Lyons,  1656;  Frei- 
burg, 1861;  Paris,  1881).  A  treatise  on  the  Divine  Attri- 
butes, and  on  God's  Providence. 

Martinez  de  Ripalda,  S.  J.  (f  1648).  De  Ente  Super- 
naturali  (Bordeaux,  1635;  Lyons,  1645,  1663;  Paris,  1870). 
The  most  exhaustive  treatise  on  the  supernatural  order, 
grace,  infused  virtues,  etc. 

A.  Arnauld  (fi694);  P.  Nicolle  (11695);  E.  Renaudot 
(j-i72o).  Traite  de  V Eiicharistie ,  La  Perpetuity  de  la  Foi 
de  I'Eglise  catholique  touchant  I' Eucharistie  (Paris,  1664, 
1669,  1713,  1841).  An  historical  work  containing  all  the 
documents,  ancient  and  modern,  Greek  and  Latin,  on  the 
dogma  of  the  Blessed  Eucharist,  and,  incidentally,  on  the 
other  sacraments. 
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J.  Morin  (f  1659).  Commeniarius  Historicus  de  Disciplina 
in  Adrninistratione  Sacr.  PcenitenticB  (Paris,  1651;  Venice, 
1702).     A  work  of  remarkable  erudition. 

Chardon,  O.S.B,  (fiyyi).  Histoiredes  Sacrements  (Vwcis, 
1745;  Theol.  Curs.  Completus,  vol.  20). 

Billuart,  O.P.  (fi757).  Summa  S.  Thonice  Hodiemis 
Academianan  Moribus  Accommodata  (Liege,  1746;  Venice, 
1761;  Rome,  1836;  Paris,  1827,  1740,  1SS2).  An  adapta- 
tion of  the  great  work  of  St.  Thomas  to  modern  times; 
clear,  concise,  and  vigorous,  it  is  one  of  the  best  exposi- 
tions of  Thomistic  theology. 

H.  Kilber  (11783),  T.  Holtzclau  (11783),  T.  Neubauer 
(I1795).  Theologia  Dogmatica,  Polcmica  Scholastica  et  Mor- 
alis,  seu  Theologia  Wirceburgensis  (VViirtzburg,  1766;  Paris, 
1852,  3d  ed.  1880,  vol.  10.)  These  three  learned  Jesuits 
did  for  the  theology  of  Suarez  what  Billuart  had  done  for 
the  Summa  of  St.  Thomas;  they  adapted  it  to  modern 
times. 

Perrone,  S.  J.  (fi876).  Prcelectiofies  TheologiccB  {^z^Xes, 
Louvain,  1838;  Paris,  1870). 

Ad.  Tanquerey,  S.  S.  Synopsis  Theologies  DogmaticcE  Spe- 
cialis  (Tournai  and  Baltimore,  1894).  Highly  commended 
as  adapted  to  modern  and  especially  American  circum- 
stances. 

Ginoulhiac.  Histoire  du  Dogme  Catholique  (Paris,  1852, 
1866);  probably  the  best  Catholic  work  on  historical  the- 
ology written  in  our  century. 

J.  B.  Franzelin,  S.  J.  (ti886).  De  Divina  Traditione  et 
Scriptura,  de  Eiclesia  Xti  (opus  posthumum),  de  Deo  Una, 
de  Deo  Tnno,  de  verba  Incarnato,  de  Sacrnmentis  in  genet-e,  de 
EiicharisticB  Sacramento  et  Sacrificio.  (  Rome,  1868  ff.  ) 
The  best  of  them  is  de  Divina  Traditio?ie,  in  which  the 
value  of  Tradition  and  Scripture,  and  their  use  in  theology, 
are  ably  and  thoroughly  discussed. 
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Palmieri,  S.  J.  De  Deo  Creante  et  Elevante  (1878),  de 
Gratia  divina  actuali  (1885),  de  Pxnitentia  (1879),  '^^  Matri- 
mom'o  [1880).   This  last  is  considered  thebest  on  tlie subject. 

Passaglia.  I?e  Immaculato  Detparce  semper  Virginis  Con- 
ceptu  {^Naples,  1855);  the  most  exhaustive  treatment  of  the 
dogma  of  the  Immaculate  Conception. 

C.  Mazzella,  S.  J.  De  Religione  et  Ecclesia  (Roma,  1880); 
de  Deo  Creante  et  Elevante  (Woodstock,  1877);  de  Gratia, 
{ibid.  1878);  de  Virtutibus  Infusis  (Roma,  1879).  These 
treatises  are  a  fair  adaptation  of  Suarez  to  our  own  times. 

De  Augustinis,  S.  J.  De  Deo  Una  (1884),  de  Re  Sacra- 
mentaria  (1878).  The  same  remarks  apply  to  these  treat- 
ises which  are  the  complement  of  those  of  Cardinal  Maz- 
zella. 

Fr.  Schmid.  Qucsstiones  Selectee  Ex  Theologia  Dogmatica 
(Paderborn  et  Roma,  1891).  A  keenly  critical  examina- 
tion of  several  theological  questions  not  generally  dis- 
cussed by  the  standard  authors. 

F.  Satolli.  ///  Sununam  Theologicam  D.  Thomx  Aq. 
(5  vols.  Roma,  1886-88.)  This  is  said  to  be  the  best  com- 
mentary on  St.  Thomas  published  in  the  present  century; 
strong,  deep,  and  logical,  it  helps  the  intelligent  read- 
er to  understand  more  fully  and  more  deeply  the  real 
mind  of  the  Angel  of  the  School. 

F.  A.  Stentrup,  S.  J.  Prce/eciiones  Dogmaticce  de  Deo  Uno 
(Oenip.  1879);  de  Verbo  Incarnato  (1882-89). 

This  last  work  particularly  is  a  complete  and  excellent 
treatise  on  the  two  great  mysteries  of  the  Incarnation  and 
of  the  Redemption. 

H.  Hurter,  S.  J.  Theologies  Dogmaticce  Compendium, 
(8th  ed.  1893);  a  text-book  of  dogma  highly  esteemed, 
especially  for  the  richness  of  its  materials,  and  the  remark- 
able treatment  of  the  argument  of  tradition. 

Corluy,     S.  J.       Spicilegium    Dogmatico-biblicuvi    (1884) 
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seems  to  be  the  necessary  complement  of  any  manual  of 
dogma,  for  it  explains,  with  all  the  helps  of  modern  exe- 
gesis, the  most  important  texts  of  Scripture  quoted  by 
theologians  to  prove  their  theses. 

Migne.  Theologice  Cursiis  Co??ipletus  (Paris,  1837-45); 
a  vast  compilation  (28  vols.)  containing  some  of  the  stand- 
ard treatises  on  the  various  parts  of  dogmatic  and  moral 
theology,  which  could  hardly  be  found  nowadays  in  any 
other  collection. 

Wetzer  und  Welte's  Kirchen-Lexicon  (1847  ff. ;  new 
edition  by  Kaulen,  1882,  in  course  of  publication),  a  vast 
encyclopaedia  of  religious  knowledge,  especially  remark- 
able for  its  erudition  and  breadth  of  views.  Protestants 
recognize  that  it  is  authoritative,  fair-minded  and  impar- 
tial to  a  singular  degree.*  The  former  edition  has  been 
translated  into  French  by  Goschle?-,  Paris,  1864-68. 

M.  J.  Scheeben.  Dog?)iatik  (Freiburg,  1873-1887).  An 
excellent  manual  of  dogmatic  theology  in  German  ;  leav- 
ing aside  controversy,  the  author  gives  to  his  readers  a 
real  insight  into  the  mysteries  of  faith,  their  inter-relations 
and  their  bearing  on  Christian  life.  It  has  been  trans- 
lated into  French,  and  the  first  part  has  been  translated 
and  abridged  for  English  readers  by  Wilhelm  and  Scan- 
nell  (London,  1890)  under  the  title,  A  Manual  of  Catholic 
Theology.  The  Glories  of  Divirie  Grace,  of  which  he  is 
also  the  author,  should  be  consulted  by  all  on  the  im- 
portant but  difficult  subject  of  grace. 

J.  H.  Newman  (f  1890).  Among  his  theological  works 
let  us  mention  his  Essay  on  the  Dcvelopinent  of  Christian  Doc- 
trine, v/hich  opened  his  own  eyes  to  the  light  of  faith,  and 
made  him  a  Catholic;  a  most  suggestive  book  throwing 
light  on  all  the  Catholic  Dogmas;  The  Doctrine  of  Justifi- 
cation,  which   is    a   powerful   refutation  of  the    Lutheran 

*  Schaff-Herzog  E}icyclop.,2irt.  Wetzer,  ,- 
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teaching  on  this  subject;  The  Avians  of  the  Fourth  Century 
and  The  Annotated  Translation  of  Athaiiasius,  without  which 
a  study  of  the  dogma  of  the  Blessed  Trinity  can  hardly 
be  complete. 

H.  E.  Manning  (f  1892).  Three  works  of  his  have  a  bear- 
ing on  dogmatic  theology:  The  Glories  of  the  Sacred  Heart, 
The  Internal  Mission  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  The  Temporal 
Mission  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  They  are  a  clear,  solid,  yet 
simple  exposition  of  the  Catholic  doctrine  on  these  vari- 
ous topics. 

H.  N.  Oxenham.  Catholic  Doctrine  of  the  Atonement  ( 1 865, 
1881),  wherein  is  fully  explained  the  history  of  this  dogma. 
Catholic  Eschatology  and  Universalism  {i^Tb-i?)-]^),  which 
contains  an  excellent  refutation  of  the  theory  of  probation 
after  death. 

F.  W.  Faber  (1863).  Among  his  works  we  shall  men- 
tion as  more  theological  :  The  Creator  and  the  Creature 
( 1 85  6),  a  beautiful  description  of  the  love  of  God  for  us  and 
of  the  love  we  must  have  for  Him,  with  a  consoling  view 
of  the  great  mystery  of  predestination;  The  Blessed  Sacra- 
ment (1855);  The  Foot  of  the  Cross,  ox  the.  borrows  ol  Mary 
(1858);  Bethlehem  (i860),  a  treatise  on  the  Incarnation  and 
the  Mysteries  of  the  Sacred  Infancy.  In  all  these  works 
the  author  combines  tender  piety  with  solid  learning,  in  a 
literary  style  which  is  bright  and  attractive. 

J.  B.  Dalgairns.  The  Holy  Communion  (Dublin,  1861, 
1894);  The  Devotion  to  the  Sacred  Heart  (1853);  two  vol- 
umes at  the  same  time  theological,  historical,  and  devo- 
tional. 

J.  De  Galiffet,  S.  J.  The  Adorable  Heart  of  Jesus.  This 
book,  written  in  1726,  has  appeared  lately  in  an  English 
dress  (1890);  it  is  certainly  one  of  the  most  solid  books 
on  the  subject  it  deals  with. 
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Petitalot.  The  Virgin  Mother  According  to  Theology — 
Translated  from  the  French  (London,  1887).  There  is  a 
good  deal  of  solid  theology  in  this  volume,  which  is  not 
always  the  case  with  books  written  on  the  Blessed  Virgin. 

J.  Spencer  Northcote,  Mary  in  the  Gospels  (2  e(^.  Lon- 
don and  New  York,  1885);  a  series  of  Lectures  on  the  his- 
tory of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  as  recorded  by  the  Evangel- 
ists. It  is  an  adaptation  of  Nicholas'  La  Vierge  Marie 
d'apresl'Evangile,  and  is  well  suited  to  the  wants  of  English- 
speaking  people. 

W.  Humphrey,  S.  J.  The  One  Mediator  (1890),  a  solid 
theological  exposition  of  the  doctrine  of  the  Church  on 
the  Seven  Sacraments,  written  in  a  good,  attractive  style. 

II.  WORKS  ON  APOLOGETICS. 

Stapleton  ( f  1 598).  Principiorumfidei  doctrinalium  demon- 
stratio  methodica per  controversias  septem.  (Paris,  1579,  1620). 
The  main  purpose  of  the  author  is  to  prove  the  existence 
of  an  infallible  authority  in  the  Church.  A  second  edition 
of  this  work,  Principiorum  fidei  doctrinalium  Relectio  scholas- 
tica  et  compendiaria,  is,  though  abridged,  more  highly 
esteemed  than  the  first. 

Duperron  ( f  1 6 1 8) .  Traitd  du  Sacrement  de  V Eucharistie  ; 
Replique  au  Roi  de  la  Grande  Bretagne,  etc.  (Paris,  1620, 
1622).  The  former  is  a  solid  refutation  of  the  objections 
against  the  Blessed  Eucharist;  the  latter,  a  powerful  dem- 
onstration of  the  duty  incumbent  on  all  Christians  of  join- 
ing the  visible  society  which  alone  deserves  the  name  of 
Catholic  Church. 

Roberti  Bellarmini,  S.  J.  (f  1621).  Disputationes  de  Con- 
troversiis  Fidei.  {Ingolstadt,  1586;  Venice,  1596;  Paris 
1618;  Cologne,  1619;  Prague,  1721,  with  the  additions  of 
Ebermann;  Paris,  1870-74).  Probably  the  most  exhaus- 
tive work  of  controversy  ever  published.  »■

St.  Francis  of  Sales  (fi622).  Controversies,  translated 
into  English  by  H.  B.  Mackey,  O.  S.  B.  (Vol.  3  of  the 
English  edition  of  his  complete  works).  Clear,  solid  and 
gently  persuasive. 

Pascal  (f  1662).  Pensies.  (Best  French  edition,  Tours, 
1873,  a  part  of  the  collection:  Les  Apologistes  du  Christian- 
tsine  au  XVII.  Steele  j  English  translat.  by  Wight,  New 
York,  a  new  one  by  C.  Kegan  Paul,  London).  An  un- 
finished work,  but  very  suggestive,  the  purpose  of  which 
is  to  demonstrate  the  insufficiency  of  reason  in  religious 
matters,  and  the  necessity  of  revelation. 

Bossuet  (fi704).  Discours  sur  THistoire  Universelle,  an 
historical  demonstration  of  the  divinity  of  Christianity. 
Histoire  des  Variationes  des  £glises  Protesta?ites,  wherein  the 
falsity  of  Protestantism  is  proved  from  its  manifold  doc- 
trinal changes.  Exposition  de  la  doctrifie  de  I'Eglise  Catho- 
lique  sur  les  matieres  de  controverse  j  a  clear,  concise  exposi 
of  the  Catholic  doctrine  on  matters  of  controversy,  which 
may  greatly  help  toward  removing  prejudice — translated 
into  English,  New  York. 

Fenelon  (fiyis).  Lettres  sur  la  Religion;  a  brief  but 
excellent  demonstration  of  the  divinity  of  religion.  De 
Su7?imi  Pontificis  Auetoritate  ;  a  clear  demonstration  of  the 
infallibility  of  the  S.  Pontiff. 

Guenee  (fi8o3).  Lettres  de  quelques  Juifs  .  .  .  (Paris, 
1769,  1857,  etc.;  translated  into  English  hy  Ze/aun,  Dub- 
lin, 1S77).  This  is  the  wittiest  and  strongest  reply  to 
Voltaire's  attacks  on  the  Old  Testament;  may  be  still 
used  against  the  unbelievers  who,  like  Paine  and  Inger- 
soll,  repeat  the  same  objections. 

P.  Ballerini  (11769).  P)e  Vi  ac  Ratione  Primatus  Rom. 
Pontificum  (Verona,  1768,  Torino,  1822;  also  in  Migne's 
Theol.  Curs.  t.  3).  The  author  explains,  with  great  erudi- 
tion, the  nature   and   extent  of  Papal  supremacy,  against 
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Febronius,  and  proves  conclusively  the  infallibility  of  the 
Roman  Pontiff  in  definitions  of  faith. 

Hooke  (f  1796).  Reli^ionis  Naturalis  Revelatce  Prmcipia 
(Paris,  1752;  Venice,  1763;  partly  inserted  in  Migne's 
Theol.  Curs.  vol.  2.)  A  classical  work,  solidly  proving 
the  existence  of  God,  the  necessity  of  a  religion,  the  di- 
vinity of  Christianity  and  of  the  Catholic  Church. 

Joseph  de  Maistre  (fi82i).  Du  Pape  {iZig);  Soirees  de 
St.  Petersbourg  (1821);  a  lucid  and  eloquent,  though  at 
times  declamatory,  demonstration  of  the  practical  utility 
of  the  Papal  power, 

J.  Milner(fi826).  The  End  of  Religious  Controversy  ;  a 
popular  book  written  in  the  shape  of  letters  to  vindicate 
the  Catholic  rule  of  faith,  to  prove  that  the  Roman  Catho- 
lic Church  is  the  only  true  Church,  and  to  meet  the  objec- 
tions of  her  opponents. 

Chateaubriand  (1848).  Genie  du  Christianisme  (1802, 
translated  into  English  by  C.  White,  Baltimore,  1S56);  a 
masterpiece  of  literary  art,  more  famous  for  its  poetical 
description  of  the  beauties  of  Christianity  than  for  its  eru- 
dition. 

D.  Rock.  Hierurgia,  or  the  Holy  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass 
(London,  1833,  1893);  containing,  besides  an  explanation 
of  the  ceremonies  of  the  Liturgy,  learned  dissertations  on 
the  doctrine  of  the  Eucharist,  as  a  sacrifice  and  a  sacra- 
ment; on  the  invocation  of  saints,  on  Purgatory,  etc. 

J.  Balm^s  (1848).  El  Protesta?itismo  comparado  con  el 
Catolicisfno.  (Barcelona,  1841;  English  translation.  Balti- 
more, 1 85 1,  Protestajitism  and  Catholicity  Compared  in  their 
Effects  on  the  Civilization  of  Europe. )  A  book  mostly  histor- 
ical, showing,  by  a  review  of  modern  civilization,  that  the 
influence  of  Catholicity  has  been  far  superior  to  that  of 
Protestantism.  Letters  to  a  Sceptic  on  Religious  Matters  j 
an  application  of  the  rules  of  logic  to  religious  questions, 
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extremely  valuable  to  refute  the  fallacies  of  modern   un- 
believers. 

F.  Martin,  De  Vavenir  du  Protestantisme  el  du  Catholicisme 
(Paris,  1869);  a  book  which  is  the  complement  of  that  of 
Balraes,  inasmuch  as  it  explains,  among  other  things,  why 
Protestant  nations  seem  to  be  more  prosperous  than  Cath- 
olic countries. 

Moehler  (1838),  Symbolik  (Mayence,  1832;  seventh 
edition,  1884;  translated  into  English  by  J.  R.  Robertson: 
"  Symbolism,  or  the  Doctrinal  Differences  Between  Cath- 
olics and  Protestants";  London,  1843;  New  York,  1844, 
1894). 

F.  P.  Kenrick  (ti863).  The  Primacy  of  the  Holy  See 
(1S37;  third  edition,  New  York,  1848).  One  of  the  best 
works  on  the  Primacy. 

H.  D.  Lacordaire,  O.  P.  (fiSdi).  Conferences  de  N.  D. 
de  Paris  et  de  Toulouse  (Paris,  1835-54;  most  of  them  have 
been  translated  into  English  by  H.  Langdon,  London, 
New  York,  1870-75).  One  of  the  most  eloquent  apolo- 
gies of  Christianity,  well  adapted  to  our  own  times,  insist- 
ing especially  on  the  moral  effects  produced  by  the  Catho- 
lic teaching  on  society  and  the  individual. 

F.  M.  J.  yioxgno,  Les  Splendeurs  de  la  Poi.  (Paris,  1879— 
1885,  5  vols.)  An  exhaustive  treatise  to  show  the  perfect  ac- 
cord of  revelation  with  science,  of  faith  with  reason.  The 
first  and  last  volumes  will  be  found  particularly  valuable. 

J.  B.  Malou  (f  1864).  La  Lecture  de  la  S.  Bible  en  langue 
vulgaire  ;  a  work  of  great  erudition,  refuting  the  principles 
advanced  by  the  Bible  Societies  with  regard  to  the  read- 
ing of  Holy  Scripture;  L' Lmmaculee  Conception  de  la  B, 
Vierge  Marie  (Brussels,  1857);  an  able  and  vigorous  de- 
fence of  the  dogma  of  the  Immaculate  Conception. 

N.  Wiseman  (1865),     Lectures  on   the  Connection  Between 
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Science  and  Revealed  Religion  (London,  1836,  1853;  New 
York,  Baltimore,  1S52);  a  masterly  work,  still  valuable  in 
its  leading  principles,  though  some  of  its  applications  have 
lost  their  original  force  on  account  of  the  advance  of  scien- 
tific research.  Lectures  on  the  Priticipal  Doctrines  and  Prac- 
tices of  the  Church  (London,  1836;  Baltimore,  1862,  etc); 
particularly  deep  and  strong  are  the  lectures  on  the  rule 
of  Faith  and  Transubstantiation.  Lectures  on  the  Real  Pres- 
ence {Y.ondon,  1836;  Baltimore,  1871,  etc.);  a  masterpiece 
of  exegesis;  one  of  the  strongest  biblical  arguments  written 
in  behalf  of  the  Catholic  dogma  of  the  Real  Presence. 

J.  H.  Newman  (f  1890).  Apologia  pro  Vita  Sua  (1864); 
Loss  and  Ga/«  (1848);  Difficulties  of  Anglicans  (1850);  Lec- 
tures on  the  Present  Position  of  Catholics  in  England  (1851). 
For  depth  of  thought,  vigor  of  logic  and  purity  of  style 
they  are  unrivalled.  The  second  volume  of  Difficulties  of  An- 
glicanism contains  the  author's  Letter  to  Pusey,  which  is  one 
of  the  best  works  we  have  in  English  on  the  Blessed  Virgin 

H.  E.  Manning  (fi892).  Petri  Privilegium.  (London, 
1871);  an  historical  demonstration  of  the  infallibility  of 
the  Roman  Pontiff,  and  a  lucid  explanation  of  the  same 
doctrine  as  defined  by  the  Council  of  the  Vatican.  The 
author's  Rtligio  Viatoris  is  a  succinct,  but  extremely  log- 
ical book,  pointing  out  the  way  to  Catholicism. 

Bishop  Ullathorne.  The  Endowments  of  Man  (London, 
1888);  a  course  of  lectures  on  the  nature,  origin,  fall,  res- 
toration and  end  of  man. 

O.  Brownson's  (ti876)  Complete  Works  (Detroit,  1882-87). 

W.  G.  Ward  (ti882).  The  Philosophy  of  Theism  (Lon- 
don, 1884);  a  series  of  essays  against  the  various  forms  of 
contemporary  atheism  or  agnosticism,  wherein  the  diffi- 
culties raised  by  Mill  and  Huxley  are  frankly  met,  and 
vigorously  refuted. 
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P.  Murray,  De  Ecclesia  Chrisii  (Dublin,  1860-66);  a 
very  complete  treatise  on  the  Church,  remarkable  for  its 
solid  refutation  of  the  many  objections  raised  by  Protest- 
ants, and  the  developments  given  to  the  traditional  argu- 
ment.

Ceremonial  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States.  The 
work  was  first  published  as  an  official  handbook  of  liturgy 
by  order  of  the  First  Plenary  Council  of  Baltimore. 

As  a  text-book  on  liturgy,  the  best  undoubtedly  and  the 
most  complete  for  its  size  is  the  Sacroe  Liturgice  Praxis  of 
De  Herdt,  a  work  universally  known  and  esteemed.  Wa- 
pelhorst's  Compendium  Liturgice  Sacrce  is  shorter. 

A  thorough  commentary  on  the  Ritual  is  Baruffaldi,  Ad 
Rituale  Romanum  Commentaria,  but  a  more  accessible  one 
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is  the  well-known  Notes  of  O'Kane  07i  the.  Rubrics  of  the  Ro- 
man Ritual.  For  lay  people,  Order  and  Cere?tionial  of  the 
Mass,  Oakeley  ;  Hierurgia,  Rock  ;  La  Messe  and  Les  Saints 
de  la  Messe,  Rohault  de  Fleury  ;  Liturgy  for  the  Laity, 
O'Donnell  j  Catholic  Worship,  Gisler.

ecies of  Isaias,  Jeremias,  Baruch,  Daniel,  Ezechiel,  and 
the  Minor  Prophets.     These  tv»'o  Catholic  Bible  series  com- 
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pare  very  favorably  with  either  the  Speaker's  Commentary 
or  the  Cambridge  Bible.  In  fact,  this  last  series  appears 
very  elementary  alongside  the  above  Catholic  Commen- 
taries. The  English  Jesuits  have  in  hand  a  commentary 
in  English  which  is  announced  for  immediate  publication.
